Sewage treatment fees 
paid by Madison and Venice 
residents to the Metro-East 
Sanitary District have been 
increased 34 percent under 
an ordinance amendment 
énacted by the district 
trustees

Lansdowne sewage treat- 
ment plant at National City. 

The amendment which 
revises all of the rates 
established 10 years ago 
incréases from $4.35 to $5.85 
the rate paid per quarter by 


most households and smaller 
sewer users. Rates for 
sewage treatment are based 
on the amount of water used 
by the customer. 

Russell Robinson of 
Granite City, president of the 
sanitary district board, said 
the rate increase “was long 
overdue, We haven’t had a 
rate increase in about ten 
years,” 

Robinson said at the same 
time that collections of 
sewer use fees “appear to 
have increased sub- 
stantially. We will be able to 
tell more when the present 
three-month quarter ends in 
about 30 days.” 

He noted that billing for all 
sewer users in the district for 
both the Lansdowne and 
Cahokia primary treatment 
plants has been assumed by 
the First Granite City 
National bank. The present 
three-month collection is the 
first to be made under the 
new billing arrangement. 

The ordinance amendment 
increasing rates effects an 
increase of from 30 to 35 
percent in all categories of 
collection. 

The base rate of $5.85 per 
quarter for the average 
household will cover most of 
the users in the Madison and 
Venice area which are 
served by the Lansdowne 
treatment plant, officials 
said.

June 30, 1981), and to avoid a 
projected $11 million deficit 
for that year. Specifically, 
the project provides for the 
following revisions to the 
Transit System’s fare 
structure: 

The basic adult fare would 
rise from the present 25 
cents per ride to 50 cents per 
ride, and the child fare would 
increase from 15 cents to 25 
cents. These fares would be 
in effect on all local service, 
including Orbit routes. No 
zone or premium charges 
would be assessed, but riders 
on express, rapid, park-ride 
and shopper express routes 
would be charged 75 cents. 
Transfers would continue to 
be issued to elderly and-or 
thandicapped riders at no 
charge and to regular riders 
for 10 cents. Under the 
proposed system, students 
would. be charged 10 cents 
for transfers, also. Fares for 
certified elderly and-or 
handicapped riders would 
rise from 15 cents to 50 cents 
during rush hours (6 a.m.-9 
alm. and 4 p.m.6 p.m. 
Monday through Friday 
only), and from 10 cents to 25 
cents at all other times. The 
weekly pass, which now 
costs $3.50, would cost $7.00 
and could be used for 
unlimited riding during the 
week of issue on local service 
only.

How to store 
furs? Very 


carefully

Fur or fur-trimmed 
garments in your wardrobe 
represent a substantial in- 
vestment one that 
deserves protection so it can 
keep paying dividends in 
good looks and long wear. 

When spring comes, take 
your fur to a furrier for 
Storage and refurbishing, if 
necessary. The cost you pay - 
for temperature- and 
humidity-controlled storage 
will be paid back in years of 
additional wear that might 
be lost through improper 
storage at home. 

It’s important that furs be 
stored under exactly the 
right degree’ of humidity. 
High humidity causes 
damage such as mold.or 
mildew. 

Low humidity is equally 
damaging because dry air 
draws moisture and natural 
oils from pelts and fur hairs 

Never store a fur in a 
plastic bag — in-season or 
off-season. Furs stored this 
way tend to dry out more 
rapidly. 

The oil content of a skin 
determines both the life of a 
fur and its appearance. Oils 
remain in the skin for many 
years unles abused. 

Removing oi] causes the 
hide to become brittle and 
the fur dull and lifeless. 

The term ‘‘furrier’s 
method”’ is used to describe 
a way of cleaning furs. 

An absorbent compound is 
impregnated with a liquid 
that will remove soil. This 
method will not damage the 
fur pelts or the lining. It is 
safe for dyes, aids in . 
retaining shape, and con- 
tributes softness to the fur 
garment. 

The ‘‘glazing process’’ 
follows cleaning. Liquid 
compounds * containing 
special ingredients polish the 
fur and impart sheen. 

The liquid is either 
sprayed or brushed onto the 
garment. After it is dry, the 
fur is iron with a special iron 
used by professional - fur 
cleaners. 

Some furs require neither 
glazing nor ironing; the 
appearance of others is 
enhanced by these 
processes. : 

Do not spray furs at home 
with insecticide, perfume or 
other chemicals, as these 
may damage or stain the fur. 

Have repairs made before 
storage. With good care, furs 
can be durable. 

When selecting a fur, - 
remember that short-haired 
furs’ generally last longer 
than long-haired ones. And 
always look for indicators of

_ ‘Substituting alcohol and 
other synthetic fuels for 
“gasoline could help relieve 
the problems of dwindling 
domestic and uncertain 
imported oil supplies. 

To promote “‘synfuels,”’ 
the U.S. govenment may 
spend | tens of billions of 
‘dollars. But to do so without 
considering the enormous 
economic and environmental 
costs would be a mistake. 

» Indeed, the cost of synfuels 
may He so high that con- 
servation, including 
govenment subsidies for 
‘retooling industry, will be a 
‘far better investment for at 
least the next decade. 
«The excitement 
surrounding synfuels is 
understandable. 

‘Seventy-five percent of the 
energy) we use today is 
derived from crude oil and 
natural gas, and the fuels we 
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use are mostly liquids and 
gases. 

Solid fuels like coal will be 
restricted in usefulness 
unless they can be liquefied 
or gasified, especially for 
transportation uses. 

Even increasing the use of 
solid fuels in making elec- 
tricity will not solve our 
problems unless, of 
course, the electric car can 
be perfected — because only 
10 percent of the energy used 
by consumers is in the form 
of electricity. 

Thus; with the oil and gas 
shortage, many persons 
have become convinced that 
we must have synthetic fuels 
now at any price. 

THE METHANE 
SCENARIO. 

Creating fuels from 
biomass — plant matter and 
animal wastes — could be 
the cheapest option for 
making synthetic fuels. 

Wood and crop residues, 
for example, can be con- 
verted to either liquid 
alcohol or methane gas, the 
principal component of 
natural gas. 

Like all of our commonly 
used fuels, natural gas 
consists of hydrogen and 
carbon atoms. 

Naturally-occuring —me- 
thane gas was produced by 
the pressure and heat of the 
earth breaking down the 
complex molecules of buried 
plants and animals. 

This process, destructive 
distillation, can be 
replicated in gasification 
plants in which wood or any 
suitable  hudrogen-carbon 
compound is subjected to 
heat and pressure. 

Gas can also be produced 
by using certain bacteria to 
“digest” biomass in the 
absence of air. 

In either case, large-scale 
production of synthetic gas 
from biomass currently 
costs several times as much 
as natural gas. 

Alcohol liquids may be 
produced from biomass 
using common distillation 
techniques. Biological 
materials are fermented by 
the addition of yeast, and 
then ethyl alcohol is distilled 
from the “‘soup.”” 

Pure alcohol cannot be 
used in cars without major 
engine alterations. But 
alcohol (up to 15 percent) 
blended with gasoline can be 
burned without any engine 
modification. 

Some gasohol is being 
produced and marketed 
today. The alcohol fraction is 
subsidized by the govern- 
ment to about 40 cents per 
gallon, and is competitive for 
this reason.

In terms of the en- 
vironment, biomass-derived 
fuels could be either benign 
or catastrophic because 
removing wood and crop 
residues from soil reduces 
its fertility.

OIL SHALE 

Oil shale is another 
possible source of fuel. 
Enormous quantities of 
1 kerogen, a substance 
similar to oil,-are trapped in

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Retorting, or heating, 
shale frees the kerogen, 
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substitutes for gasoline, 
diesel, fuel oil and the like. 
The problems of producing 
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oil from 
make us 
feasibility. 

One problem is that oil 
shale is more shale than oil.

A second problem is that 
up to five barrels of water 
are required to produce and

‘The already grim shortage 
of water in ‘the oil shale 
regions of arid Utah and 
Colorado may strictly limit 
shale oil production. 

Still another difficulty is 
that the technology of 
producing oil from shale is 
not well advanced, and only 
a few small plants have been 
constructed. 

There is also the potential 
for polluting water and air 
with the poisonous and 
cancer-causing materials 
that are present in shale 

COAL — GASIFICATION

At some point we will need 
a large synthetic fuels in- 
dustry: “When” is largely a 
matter of the cost of synfuels 
relative to convential fuels. 

A logical entry plan might 
begin , by immediately 
devéloping and adding to our 
gas supply the unconvential 
natural gas that is too ex- 
pensive’ to produce under 
price controls 

Later, gas -from biomass 
and coal could be added. The 


existing gas pipeline system 
can serve three-fourths of all 
Americans, and gas can be 
put to almost any use, in- 
cluding operating vehicles. 

Liquid synfuel production 
then could be started in a few 
years by building a few full- 
scale plants to gain practical 
experience with processes 
using various hydrocarbon 
resources 

Major producion com- 
mitments should await the 
experience of these ‘pioneer 
plants.” 

Such an energy future 
might be the least costly in 
terms of total costs, and 
could be reached in an or- 
derly fashion.

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Crashes No. 1. child killer 


Automobile accidents are 
the major killers of 
American children. 

In 1978, 669 children under 
age five were fatally injured 
while riding in motor 
vehicles, according to the 
Department of  Tran- 
sportation (DOT) 

The grim statistics also 
show that 1,160 children 
between five and 14 were 
killed in auto accidents 
during that year. And a large 
number of children also 
suffered injuries, some 
minor but some leaving 
them permanently disabled 

’ or disfigured. 

Many of these fatalities 
and injuries could have been 
prevented if the children had 
been properly restrained at 
the lime of the accident, 
safety officials say, but less 
than 10 percent of children 
under 10 are properly 
restrained in automoibles. 

“Parents must be made 
aware of exactly what 
happens at the time of im- 
pact in an auto accident to 
fully understand the im- 
portance of child restraint- 
s,'’ said Jack Martens, 
automotive engineering 
director for a national in- 
surance firm. 

“In every accident, there 
are two collisions. The initial 
point of impact is the first 

, collision. 

pon impact, ail 
passengers in the car con- 
tinue to move forward at the 
same speed the. car was 
traveling prior to the impact 
until something stops 
them,"’ Martens said. 

“At this point, there is a 
second collision. And usually 
what stops them is the 
steering column, the dash- 
board, the windshield or 
some other part of the 
vehicle’s interior. It is this 
second collision that causes 
injuries and deaths. 

“If a child is not properly 
restrained, he literally 
becomes a flying missile. 

“The impact is so forceful, 
even in low-speed crashes, 
and it happens so fast, that 
the parent has no time 
whatsoever to prevent the 
child from having a violent 
impact with other 
passengers or some surface 
within the vehicle. 

“The child has no choice as 
to whether or not he or she is 
properly restrained. Parents 
must be made aware of the 
dangers and do everything 
- possible to be sure their child 
is properly restrained. 

“For children five and 
under, safety child car seats 


can reduce the: possibility of | 


a fatality of injury by more 
than 50 percent. For childrn 
between five and 15, the use 
of lap belts — particularly 
when the child is seated in 
the less vulnerable rear seat 
— can greatly reduce the 
chance of serious or fatal 
injury by equal proportion§, 
according to DOT studies.” 

Infant carriers or con- 
vertible child-safety seats 
are the only types of child 
restraints recommended for 
use wi babies. With this 
system, the baby faces back- 
ward, in a semi-reclining 


position. The baby’s sturdy’ | 


back, rather than .his 


delicate chest or abdomen, ' 


absorbs the crash’s force. 

The DOT says that, for 
children aged one .to four, 
there are three types of 
restraint systems: the child 
safety seat, the protective 
shield and the safety har- 
ness. 

The child safety seat is 
designed for children who 
can sit up without support. It 
faces forward. Most systems 
are .anchored by _ the 
vehicle's lap belt, which is 
either fastened around the 
front of the seat or threaded 
through the back of the 
frame 

It has a safety harness 
with two shoulder straps, a 
lap belt and a crouch strap. 
The five-point harness 
spreads the crash forces 
over the child's shoulders 
and hips. 

The protective shield fits 
over the front of the child's 
lap and chest, and is 
designed to catch and 
cushion the child in a crash. 
This C-shaped shell has 
energy-absorbing padding 
on the Upper part of the 
shield. It is anchored to the 
car by the lap belt that 
fastens around the front of 
the shield. The shield 
spreads the crash forces 
evenly over the child’s head 
and upper body in an ac- 


cident. : 

Like the child safety seat, 
the child harness system has 
a five-point safety harness. 
It, too, is designed for 
children .who can sit. up 
without support and also 
faces forward. 

It is anchored to the car by 
the vehicle’s lap belt and a 
top tethér strap. The safety 
harness, however, does not 
provide side : «impact 
protection and, should, 
whenever ‘possiblé, be used: 
in the center of the rear seat. 

For children over the age 
of five and weighing about 40 
pounds, the vehicle lap belt 
may be used and should be 
adjusted snugly, the DOT 
says. 

Depending on the height 
and weight of the child, the 
three-point adult belt system 
may be used. But it requires 
a proper fit of the shoulder 
portion of the belt. It must be 
positioned firmly across the 
chest and shoulders ‘and not 
cut across the neck, face or 
head 
. “Whatever restraint. you 
thoose for your, child, 
remember to read and follow 
the manufacture’s — in- 
structions carefully. Be sure 
the system is att@ hed 
pr ‘operly. to the vehicle, and 

be sure the child is securely 
positioned,” Martens .con- 
cluded.

“We believe this loan 
provision is particularly 
helpful to veteran students in 
states where tuition costs are 
high,” Cleland said. 

The VA chief said such 
loans can be made to 
veterans who do not use all 
their GI Bill benefits before 
time runs out on them. 
Veterans generally have ten 
years from the date of 
discharge from active duty 
to make use of the GI Bill. 

Under the law, a veteran 
or eligible spouse who was 
enrolled full-time and had 
not used all his or her GI Bill 
entitlement when the 
delimiting date was reached, 
qualifies for a VA education 
loan as long as fulltime 
enrollment is maintained in 
the same program of study. 

Cleland said loan en- 
titlement under these cir- 
cumstances continues after 
the GI Bill delimiting date 
until the earliest of the 
following occurrences: 

—The ‘amount of loan 
entitlement based on the 
unused GI Bill benefit en- 
titlement is exhausted.

General obligation bonds 
proposed for sale by Granite 
City have been classified A-] 
by a Moody’ rating, ac- 
cording to word received by 
city officials. 

The rating will clear the 
way for sale of $2,590,000 in 
general obligation bonds to 
complete financing of the. 
downtown overpass on 19th 
Street. 

David Nolan, ad- 
ministrative aide to Mayor 
Paul Schuler, said William 
Field of Clayton Brown, Inc., 
purchasers of the bonds; 


informed him that the bond 
rating had been received, 
securing the sale. 

The Granite City Council 
has authorized two bond 
issues, one for $1.7 million 
and one for $890,000. Neither 
bond sale is to require a tax 
levy to retire the principal 
and interest, 

The $1.7 million issue will 
be retired by the Granite

Pontoon hopes to move into 
new village hall this July 


At a recessed meeting 
Saturday morning, 
Pontoon Beach Village’ 
Board came one step closer 
to acquiring Central Baptist 
Church, 3910 Highway 111, as 
a new village's hall. 

‘The trustees also agreed to 
retain ownership of eight 
acres east of Route 111 near 
Pontoon Road, rather than to 
trade the property to the 
church as part of the pur- 
chase agreement 

Contracts for the final 
purchase of the church still 
have to be prepared and 
approved both by the village’ 
board and the trustees of the 
church. Village Board 
President Paul Bennett said 
he is hopeful the contract can 
be ready for study by the 
trustees at their next 
meeting Tugsday, April 22. 

If everything proceeds on 
schedule, the village could 
move from its rented village 
hall at 3939 Lake Drive to the 
church building the end of 
July. “Red tape” requires 
legal publication of the 
financial matters for 30 days 
and then a 60 day waiting 
period before the matter can 
be finalized, Bennett ex- 
plained. 

The church will be pur- 
chased for $92,000, plus 
$42,320 interest, with the 
funds coming from the 
village’s general fund. 
Village residents will not be 
taxed for the building, 
although the method of 
financing stipulates there is 
a special tax levy. 

“This tax levy will be 
abated by the village, 
meaning we will pay the 
$9,200 in taxes by Sept. 1 of 
each year from the general 
fund, so the county clerk will 
not extend the tax,’’ Bennett 
explained. Village , planner 
Mike Jett is preparing an 
ordinance which wili require 
the village board to abate the 
tax annually, so residents 
will not be taxed to pay for 
the new village hall, he 
added. * 

The village will pay the 
$9,200 per year over a 10 year 
period, ending in 1990. The 
interest rate of eight percent 
pushes the total purchase 
price to $134,320, but Bennett 
told the board lower interest 
rates could not be obtained’, 
at this time. 7 

The village plans to pur- 
chase the church and the 
tract of land it sits on. Other 
Property around the church 


the , 


will remain the property of 
the church board,’ which 
could sell it at a future date. 

With the approval of the 
board, Bennett transferred 
Police Dispatcher Chris 
Mathenia from her regular 
duties to serve as a secretary 
to the president and the clerk 
while Village Clerk Mary 
Warren is ill 

Mrs. Warren is 
hospitalized and has been ill 
for the last two months. 
Trustees have been taking 
turns acting as clerk.

These and other stressful 
challenges faced ' par- 
ticipants in a 55-hour class in 
Granite City last week, 
presented by Law Enfor- 
cement Research 
Associates. 

The Granite. City police 
hosted the course and two 
Granite City officers, 
Detective Kip Pomeroy and 
Patrolman David Polivick, 
participated in the 11-hour- 
per-day, five day, stres 
filled program, along with a 
woman officer from 
Florissant, Mo., and about a 
dozen railroad policemen 
and detectives. 

“These instructors are 
really great, but I just don’t 
believe some of the things 
they are having us do,’ 
Polivick said Thursday 
afternoon, as he glanced up 
the four-story wall he would 
soon plunge down on a rope. 

“They have shot at us with 
wax bullets, we have fise 
bombed a car, we shot up 
another car, now we 
getting ready to come down 
that wall and tomorrow we 
are going to search a 
warehouse while being shat 
at with BBs,”’ he added. 

The instructors, Pat 
Halloran and Brian Brady 
both from California, teach 
the LERA course throughout 
the United States. They know 
their business, but 
pretend to be terribly un: 
prepared, adding to the 
stress of the officers who

plained. When

have put their lives, literally, 
in the instructors’ hands 

“No, don’t get the good 
rope. We need that for the 
big class we have next week 
Get that old stretchy one,” 
Halloran ‘yells to Brady as 
they prepare the four-story 
wall of the former Dutch Boy 
Paints factory at 15th and 
State streets for the repelling 
exercise. 

The participants in the 
class are taught to tie one 
strand of nylon, into a har. 
ness which will support them 
as they swing from the rope 
50 feet in the. air, but 
Halloran and Brady can't 
agree which way the knots 
should be tied. “Aw, that's 
good enough,"’ Halloran 
finally say 

As the ropes 
from the 1, one of the

Are they live?" he asks 
“You'll find out if you touch 
them,” Brady answers. 

Actually, every reasonable 
precaution has been taken to 
assure the safety of those in 
the class, Halloran, who is

It makes a loud bang and 
stuff flies out the barrel and 
the guy you hit feels it, I 
know these wax guns are 
safe, but it really feels bad,”

(a gasoline bomb) to blow up 
a car sounds more like 
training , for would-be 
murderers than policemen, 
but there was a lesson there.
